Definite plans to s ta rt sugar ra­ 
tioning in Jones C ounty have been 
completed, according to J. D. Shack ­ 
elford, chairm an of the county ra ­ 
tioning board. 
R egistration for the rationing of 
the sugar falls in two p a rts: 
for 
wholesale and retail, industrial and 
institutional users, 
and 
dom estic 
users, the chairm an pointed out. 
W holesalers, retailers, 
industrial 
and institutional users are to regis­ 
ter at the high schools of the coun­ 
ty on April 28 and 29 . U sers who 
fall into these classifications are to 
register at their 
respective 
local 
high schools. Form s m ust be obtain­ 
ed and filled in prior to registration 
dates. Form s are available from lo­ 
cal 
high 
school 
superintendents. 
Com plete instructions 
as 
to 
how 
forms are to be filled out a re con­ 
tained on the forms. R etailers and 
wholesalers of 
sugar 
use 
Form 
R-305, and institutions and 
indus­ 
trial users use Form R-310. 
Form s m ust be (filled o ut 
com­

Since Monday of last week road 
contractors have been rushing 
the 
paving work on the seven 
block s 
of F ifth S treet (H ighw ay No. 9 2) 
that extend 
west 
from 
H am lin’s 
C entral Avenue to join

railroad. 
These seven block s a re now be­ 
ginning to develop to give Hamlin 
folk s some idea of how it will look 
when finished. An immense am ount 
of d irt had to be dug out and haul­ 
ed aw ay to mak e 
room 
for 
the 
foundations, which extend 
to 
in­ 
clude curb to curb, besides rem oving 
dirt to 
provide 
the 
proper 
dip- 
drainage a t the 
several 
crossings. 
Big m achinery , great 
power, 
and 
day -light long day s in the hands of 
the w ork ers is proving how a mod­ 
ern road tbuilding job can b« rushed 
to com pletion. Hamlin people have 
watched this big job with much in­ 
terest. 
A t last the Hitson people 
have 
gotten out of the mud. The highway 
now has the caliche base fa r bey ond 
that com m unity center towrards Ro- 
tan. T his hard-surfaced road means 
much to the operators 
of 
the 
oil 
wells in the Hitson com m unity 
as 
well as for the farm s and ranches. 
Highw ay No. 9 2 from Stam ford 
to Rotan crosses highway No. 83 in 
Hamlin, dividing the town into four 
fairly equal parts, from alm ost every 
consideration. The NW section has 
m any 
residential 
block s, 
with 
a 
gram m ar school as a public center; 
The NE section includes residences, 
the K aty Depot, Dairy , clinic, 
oil 
mill, com press and 
cotton 
w are­ 
houses; The SE section includes the 
activities of the Santa Fe railroad, 
m any 
residences, 
T exas’ 
largest 
hatchery , three gins, oil w arehouses, 
cotton warehouses, one-half of 
the 
business district, with m any k inds of 
businesses, including a bank and a 
new spaper and 
too 
m any 
other 
k inds of businesses to m ention, and 
the SW section contains alm ost half 
the city residences, one half of the 
business section, one gin, the 
city 
w ater station, lum ber y ards, cotton 
w arehouses, the

Piper Field, and base ball field, the 
High school, all of H am lin’s church­ 
es and the post office.

Philippines, and why 
our 
imports 
from Hawaii are diminished 
dras­ 
tically . Most persons also can read 
“between the lines” of ship-sinking s 
and understand why the 35 per cent 
we normally import from the West

y ear. Tihose ships are needed now to 
transport war materials.

Rationing has become a necessity ,

America has not

looking 
ahead as much as some of the Axis 
nations. But each day that rolls by 
in war preparations, America, now 


ls looking farther and farther ahead. 
And let us not kid ourselves 
that 


we might get too much saved up. No 
telling how much more than we can 
get will be needed in bringing this 
world war to a "Freedom 
Conclu­ 
sion.” 


Had this 
country 
looked 
ahead 
just a year or so, knowing that our 
r tubber supply comes from a source 
subject to enemy control we would 
not have been caught, facing a rub­ 
ber shortage. In 
the 
first 
place, 
thousands of Americans would have 
been stationed in the East Indies to 
head o ff the Japs. 


Not only is rubber now necessary 
to win a world-wide war but quin­ 
ine, one of the few effective medi- 
sines to fight malaria fever with, is 
to become scarcer because the Japs 
have Java, and the same may 
be 
said about Ja v a ’s tin which is now in 
Jap hands. 


Each day we may expert to hear 
of curtailm ent of m aterials that we 
never thought of as beme absolutely 
necessary for 
war uses, 
for 
ex­ 
ample: common shellack. Shellack is 
used in a thousand ways and not an 
ounce of it should be used in non­ 
essential things. 
Hundreds o f household 
articles, 
such as sugar, rugs, linoleum, etc., 
all will be held down in production 
as the days go on.

How many Americans really un­ 
derstand what “Total W ar” means? 
Not many of us. It is 
a 
modern 
term, at least so modern in 
this 
I nit cd States that still fewer per­ 
sons have any idea where it was de­ 
veloped, or who 
might 
bo 
given 
credit for its promulgation. 
But we are hearing 
more 
and 
more about “ total w ar”. We Amer­ 
ican,, are getting it into our blood 
and fiber more and more, not fully 
realizing what it means to say “ to­ 
tal w a r”. 
Total war had its first known ad­ 
vocate in one Homer Lea, an Amer­ 
ican who died in 1912. Homer Lea’s 
writings never were 
recognized 
in 
this nation hut fell into the hands 
of Germany, Russia and Japan 
36 
years before this world war started. 
(Germany is the first people 
to 
be convinced that “ total w ar” for 
their enemies is the only thing that 
will ever stop war upon themselves, 
(not believing any other people can 
gain a “total war” and allow 
them 
the privilege of life and liberty as 
a nation). 
(Germany is now engaged in 
its 
third great war against a neighbor 
in tho personal experience of 
the 
present passing generation. In 1872 
Germany 
overcame 
France, 
and 
would have held her heel on 
the 
neck of France for IO or 20 years 
had not France paid all endemnit- 
ies. In 
1914 France and Germany 
were again at each other’s throats, 
because “ total w a r” had not been 
impressed upon France 
in 
1872 


prance rose to fight again. Germany 
was then defeated by France, Eng­

States, 
but 
those nations did not invoke “ total 
w ar”, which once more leads to an 
even wider struggle, in 1939 . . . I

And 
above that is a still narrow er band— 
the 27 per cent we’ve been getting 
from the Philippine Islands and H a­ 
waii. 
Everyone who read?

Philippines, and why 
our 
imports 
from Hawaii are diminished 
dras­ 
tically. Most persons also can read 
“between the lines” o f ship-sinkings

EW METHODS of efficiency end economy 
are being worked oui to provide an ample 
supply of light and power for military training 
camps and wartime industries in this West Texas 
country in addition to your home and business. 
But the factories that once turned cut an abun­ 
dance of electric appliances today have been 
converted to production of war materials. Since 
these appliances are vital in maintenance of civil­ 
ian morale and in conserving time and energy for 
wartime work, it is essential that we all take steps 
to prolong the usefulness of the appliances now 
on hand. W e are offering some suggestions to 
help you make them last. 


How to take care of 
Your Electric Refrigerator 
S? niters u 
Some older models should be oiled every six 
months. Those with belts should be checked 
and new belts installed if needed. Condensers 
in all models should be cleaned once a year. 
Defrost at regular intervals, allowing the ice 
to melt rather than using an ice pick. (There s 
danger of punching a hole in the metal or 
freezing coil.) Close the door quickly after 
putting in or taking food out, using care 
N O T to touch rubber insulating seal around 
door with greasy hand. (Grease causes the rubber to deteriorate.) Let food 
cool before putting in refrigerator. Be sure that motor •-hipping bolts are 
fastened to prevent damage in transit when moving to new location. Be 
careful with ice trays— it’s difficult to get new trays of any kind. Wash 
inside of refrigerator with baking soda and water whenever defrosting to 
prevent food odors. 


How to take care of 
Your Electric Range and Small Appliances 


Plan menus so that entire meals are cooked at the same 
time in oven or thrift cooker. In rop-btirner cooking turn 
burner to low as soon as boiling begins. Be sure to turn 
burners off when th ro u g h using them. D o n ’t allow' 
liquids to b.iil over onto the 
cooking coil. (Metals in coils 
include copper and magne­ 
sium oxide and are hard to 
replace.) Wash outside of range with warm 
soapy water when cool. Food spilled over on 
surface cooking coils should be burned off. 
Wipe oven w ith damp cloth and remove food 
spillage after it cools. 


Take good care of your small appliances 
because parts are becoming hard to replace. 
For example, the bristles in your sweeper 
come from C h in a— or did. N ot any more. 
And rubber belts and cords. You know about 
rubber and copper. Even electric elements in 
all appliances and switches for lamps are be­ 
coming scarce. So take care not to abuse them. 
All lam p and appliance cords should he 
handled a bit more carefully. Keep them off 
the floor if possible so they won’t be tram­ 
pled, knotted or kinked, causing the rubber 
insulation to break.
